At the locations indicated, amend the substitute amendment as follows:

1. Page 2, line 14: after that line insert:

“(e) Ifthe board expects that as a result of the ordinance, the equalized assessed
value of more than one taxable parcel of property that is located in the county will
change significantly, information to this effect.”.

2. Page 3, line 10: after that line insert:

“(e) If the commission expects that as a result of the ordinance, the equalized
assessed value of more than one taxable parcel of property that is located in the

district will change significantly, information to this effect.”.

3. Page 3, line 25: after that line insert:
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“(e) If the town board expects that as a result of the ordinance, the equalized
assessed value of more than one taxable parcel of property that is located in the town

will change significantly, information to this effect.”.

4. Page 5, line 2: after that line insert:

“(e) If the village board expects that as a result of the ordinance, the equalized
assessed value of more than one taxable parcel of property that is located in the
village will change significantly, information to this effect.”.

9. Page 5, line 18: after that line insert:

“5. If the council expects that as a result of the ordinance, the equalized
assessed value of more than one taxable parcel of property that is located in the city
will change significantly, information to this effect.”.
